EDISON'S PATENT. 


JUDGE KAY’S DECISION IN THE INCAN- 
DESCENT ELECTRIC LIGHT CASE 


The Points Involved in the Case—Grounds 
Upon Which the Decision Is Rendered— 
Full Text of the Gevernment’s Bill 
@reating the Special Commission to In- 
VYestigate the Times““ Charges—Em- 
peror William’s Journey—Foreign News. 


Aal Cablegram to the Post- 

) R, July 18.—The action respecting 
Edison’s incandescent lamps was nominally 
against Holland, the well-known advertising 
showman, at present managing an open air 
resort called Albert Palace, situated at 
Battetesa Park. A large building in the 
center of the grounds is illuminated by 
electric lamps, by contract with Jablochkoff 
and the General Electricity Co. (Limited). 
The real defendants, however, were the 
Anglo-American Brush Electric Light Corpo- 
ration (Limited), who manufactured lamps 
for the Jablochkoff Co,, at the same 
time guaranteeing the latter against legal 
proceedings. Justice Kay, in delivering the 
judgment, pointed out that previous to Edi- 
son’s patent of 1879, it was well known that 
carbon was a good materia! for the purpose of 
making glowlight, owing to its being an im- 
perfect conductor, but until 1872, when 
Sprengie’s air pump was improved by 
Croekes, it was difficult to obtain a vacuum 
complete enough to prevent the carbon being 
rapidly consumed. Another difficulty which 
prevented the use of slender carbons was the 
irregularity of the current from the dynamo. 
This was remedied by the improvements of 
Gramme and Brush, which were perfected in 
1878. On the 18th of December, 1878, 
Swan, in a lecture at Newcastle, de- 
scribed an experiment in the production 
ot a current of electricity from a dynamo 
through a slender rod of carbon enclosed in 
an @xhausted globe. The following January 
he lectured at Sunderland, exhibiting certain 
The next month he again 
lectured at Newcaatie, and then exhibited the 
lamp which was produced in evidence. It 


platinum wire sealed into it, and connected 
with a pencil of carbon inside the bulb. The 
carben was one-twenty-fifth of an inch in di- 
ameter, and, being straight,the leading wires 
are sealed into the bulb at the opposite ends, 
thus rendering the carbon liable to be rup- 
tured, but it would burn ten to twenty min- 
utes at a time without injury. 

The Judge had no evidence to show how 
long it would last if continuously used. 

SWAN’S EXPERIMENTS. 

In the spring of 1879, Swan ordered from 
Carre of Paris, carbons of the shape of a 
hair pin practically identical with the 
carbons now used. Lamps fitted with 
these would not have the defect referred to. 
Swan stated that probably towards the end of 
1879, he made some lamps with these, but the 
Judge laid little stress on this as an anticipa- 
tion of Edison, for he thoughtit fair to assume 
these experiments did not succeed in produc- 
ing acommercially successful result before 
the date of Edison’s patent. The 
Judge proceeded to say that Edison applied 
to the object of producing a lamp of resist- 
ance his untiring and apparently inexhausti- 
ble energy, but his specification showed he 
was notaware how much actually was then 
known on the subject. Edison availed him- 
self of the more perfect vacuum obtained by 
the Sprengel pump and also of the known 
principle of increasing the resistance of car- 
bon by diminishing its sectional area. The 
Judge said he had come to the conclusion that 
Edison’s second claim was wide enough to in- 
clude any lamp with a carbon filament, how- 
ever made. The only advantage of the fila- 
ment was by reason of its small sectional 
area, but this described principle was pub- 
lished by Lane, Fox and Swan long before 1879. 

EDISON’S MISTAKES. 

The Judge held that Edison ought to have 
worded his claim so as to indicate the exact 
boundary between his filament and the Carre 
carbon, such as Swan successfully used. 
Moreover, the plaintiffs had been repeatedly 
challenged to prove that any lamps with a 
carbon made according to the description in 
the specificatien, had been brought into mar- 
ket in America or England. No system of 
electric lighting could be maintained with 
such lamps except ata prohibitive cost. This 
explained why Edison never sold them. 

The Judge proceeded: ‘‘My opinion is that 
Edison’s patent of 1879 is invalid, - first 
because bis claim to a monopoly 
of incandescent lamps with a filament for a 
burner, is too wide, considering how littie 
Edison invented; secondly, because the spec- 
ification does not describe the lamp which 
was commercially successful; thirdly, because 
the directions are so insufficient that nobody 
covld make the carbons he describes without 
considerable previous experiment; fourthly, 
because one of the processes described of 
wixing carbon with volatile powder, I believe 
is practically injurious, as Edison directs; 
fifthly, because the coating with a non-déon- 
ducting, non-carbonizing substanupe, if not 
injurious, is of no practical utility, and sixth- 
ly, because the same may de said of the coil- 
ing filaments, on which the patentee lays 
great stress.’’

WASH MIDDLETON'S DEATH, 


The Notorious Desperado Killed by an Off- 
cer in Arkansas.

Zhe First Anglo-American Contests and 
How They Were Won—Different Systems 
Pursued by the Competing Teams—The 
Man to Whom the Credit for American 
Victories Is 222 Reduced 
to a &cience ist e Afforded by 
Medical Men—Rules for Shootiog—Team 
Work—Judge Gildersiceve, His System, 
His Success and His Record. 


For the last fifteen years I have paid a great 
deal of attention to the subject of rifle shoot- 
ing,’’ sald W. L. Upham of New York toa 
Post-Disratoun reporter at the Pianters’ 
House, ‘‘and bave during all that time 
deen a member of one or other of 
the New York rifle clubs, as well 
us a militiaman. During the years from 1873 
onward, when rifie shooting had received a 
tremendous impetus, because of our success- 
ful competition with the Irish teams, I was a 
constant attendant at Creedmoor,and not only 
witnessed the first international contest in 
this country, but also went to Ireland to see 
the return match. Our victories were glorious 
enough, but were simply astonishing, when 
all the circumstances of the case were 
taken into consideration. The matches were 
nominally between the best team in Great 
Britain and the pick of the United States, but 
really between the former and the ditizens of 
New York. Searcely aman on the American 
team came from outside New York City, while 
the British representatives were chosen {rom a 
population ten times as numerous, after mak- 
ing all proper Jeductions. 

AMERICAN AND BRITISH PRACTICE. 

The cause of the American invincibility lay 

in one single fact—excellent training. For all 


their victories the Americans are indebted to 
one man, Judge Gildersieeye. Two systems 
were pursued u the British teams—thar of let- 
ting each man shoot as he deemed best, and 
that of training all in accordance with a single 
unelastic model. The civilians adhered tothe 
5 and the military men connected 
with the transatlantic rifle clubs 
to the latter. The consequence was that in 
the first case the men shot entirely independ - 
15 ofeach other, and in the second were

BALL MANAGERS WHO DKSIRE TO SEE 
BYRNE CALLED DOWN. 


The Charges Preferred by Cincinnati as to 
Corkhill, Byrne and Barkley—The Base

In addition to the veay long list of charges
